Becauſe my 
ſhort Treatiſe will not allow me to launch 
into ſuch an unprofitable diſcourſe; thete- 
fore I have here beſtowed my pains only to 
collect a ſhort aud brief Treatiſe , both de- 
WM lightful and profitable, which may be well 
termed the firſt rudiments of Aſtiologie; 
having viewed ſeveral books of ſeveral Aus 
thors, who all have pretended to lay a foun- 
dation for the meancſt capacity to build aa.

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but finding them all meer counterfcits, and 
not true Coyn, not worth the peruſing of an 
ingenuous Reader, I thought here to unde- 
ceive the fimple, and to encourage the indu - 
ſtrious, to follow the rule and Method of the 
Antients : Firſt, to lay a foundation before 1 
. , and as I find the acceptance this ſhall 

nd in the world, it will encourage me to 
proceed to makWknown more of that Noble 
Science which the world is ſo ignorant of. 
Indeed I muſt expect hard cenſures from So- 
lius and Momzy, envying, backbiting perſons, 
who are always carping, and no man can 
pleaſe them; yet if the judicious do approve 
of what I have writ, my deſires are fulfilled; 
I confeſs the Language is too mean for their 
approbation, but conſidering the delign , it 
being to inſtruct the ignorant (which in this 
iron Age have to much prevailed ) a pardon 
may he the cafilier granted. 

In the firſt part therefore of this Book, I 
have declared the nature and quality of the 
Signs and Planets, and their dominion 0- 
ver bodies, the operation and influence upon 
them, together with a brief explanation of 
the fortunes of thoſe calculated, by conſider- 
ing the nature of the Signs, to which here is 
added a Second and Third part, containing a 
ſhort treatiſe of Phyſick, in which Method

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Jupiter is of another nat ure, and directly op- 
pokte to the nature of Saturn: the apz bp its 
regality is very temperate, not too hot, noz too 
meiſt : the winds ſend fourth gentle, whole 
ſome, and reviving blaſts, both foz pzeſerva- 
tion, and pzocreation of things neceſſary : it 
cauſeth wholeſome and moderae rains, and the 
occaſion of great fertilitp( oz fruitkulneſs ) in 
living animals , as well as earthly fruits and 
neceffaries. 

Mars it eaſterly , foz heat is very tempe- 
rate, if weſierly,too day, and doth often parch, 
the fruits of the earth, and cauſeth great and 
bigh winds,burtful to man oz beaff, and occaſi⸗ 
ons hail and great tempeſts : ifhe happen in 
Corjzuntron with Mercury , it occaſioneth 
tempeſtuous winds, and cauſeth much Ships 
wack at Sea: In bis own nature be fhews 
want of water, dzys up fountains and ſpzings, 
putrefirs the Air, deſtroys Cattle, bzings ſcar- 
cif, and very oft occations many diſeaſes , 
hurtful to mens body, as Burning feavers , 
?D.ague, Dpotted-feavers, and other che like 
Peſtilential diſeaſes. 

Sol always pzomiſes great changes, and al- 
teration of times and ſeaſons by bis conſtant 
meti m: be is temperately bot and dap, hay- 
ing a greater inclination to beat than dzineſs, 
and oft times be his heat cauſeth Clouds, and

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dia ws the Uspozs from the earth into the

Mercury makes the Apz clear one while, a- 
nother while red oz bloody : ſometimes fair , 
ſometimes foul, accozding to the nature of the 
Jjanets to which be is adjopned, pet foz the 
moſt part he bath the ſole domination to bim- 
ſelf: ye cauſeth tempeſtuous winds, bail, rain, 
thunder and lightning in abundance , and 
ſometimes poztends turbulent Weather to 
Ma vigatozs, cauſeth many diſeaſes, and Con- 
ſumptions and Cougbs, Stopping of the ſto- 
mach, and Convulſions. 

ho ſo would know oz gueſs at the altera- 
tion of che weather, muſt obſerve the diſpdſi- 
tion in the Moon, the rifing and ſetting of the 
other fixed Stars, and a due obſervation of 
the effect it pꝛoduceth in the place where thou 
liveff, and by that guide thy ſteer. 
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No w to know the weather at all times of the 
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year, by the new and full of the Moon. 

Be ſure to obſerve always thꝛee days befoze 
the moon be at full, whether che ſbine bzigbt, 
and that the clouds are not ſcattered here and 
there in the Element, if not, then thou mareſt 
judge that it will be very fair: but if the Moon 
be dark, and clouds incompaſring her about, 
then know that it will rain much befoze four 
DAaps. 

Men Fogs and miſts do hinder the light
